LABOUR unrest, and wage de- 
mands pressed through sanctions 
and strikes, are nothing new in the 
weeks and months preceding the 
expiry of the national wages 
agreements, Yesterday's mass 
walk-out by civil servants could 
have been no more than the 
familiar prelude to new wage 
negotiations, were it not for iwo 
factors which Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor has introduced into 
the equation, and which exacer- 
bate the situation. 

The first of these is that, even 
though Mr. Aridor insists that 
there is no change in his economic 
policy, the latest round of subsidy 
cuts and the resulting sharp price 
increases are perceived as a rever- 
sal of policy. Wage earners, par- 
ticularly in the lower brackets and 
in the public service, feel the 
pinch of the inroads that past 
price increases have already made 
on their real earnings and they 
feur, rightly or wrongly, that the 
next. few months will bring more 
of the same. 

Their expectation of a further 
fall in real earnings is confirmed

heated debute within the coalition. 

The decision has certainly put Finance Minister Aridor on the

shekels and felt that was much too high. Mr. Ehrlich, the proponent 
of Thursday's decision had argued that the compensation bill, before 
the decision was about 3.4 billion shekels and would now stand at4.t 
billion. But Mr. Aridor and members of the Finance Committee 
belicve that the final sum of the compensation payments could now 
run over 5 billion shekels. 

To pay for such a hefty sum the Finance Minister has unappealing 
options: to cut the budgets of his ministerial Colleagues even more, 
which involves battles he does not want: to print money and thus 
wreck his economic Policy; to tuise taxes and invite social and 
political dissension. 

For Mr. Begin the ceonomic consequences of the decision were 
distinctly sceondary. He was Supported in the Cabinet only by Mr. 
Fhelich, Arik Sharon, Haim Corfu and Eliezer Shostak, und repor- 
tedly even the hatter two were against the increase, but did not want 
to deny Mr. Begin their support. Thus with four ministers opposed 
and cight weak-kneed ministers ubstaining, Mr. Begin pushed the 
meas hrough, but sulely by virtue of his personal dominunce of 
the Cabinet and not because the majorily agreed with hint.

Military Cortespondent Hirsh Goodman argues 
that Israel will not be placed in an inferior 
Strategic position after the ‘withdrawal from 
Sinai at the end of April. 


ONE CAN understand, if not agree 
with, those who oppose the 
withdrawal from the Sinai for 
religious or sentiniental reasons. 
And one can understand, if not 
agree with, those who are opposed 
to the withdrawal for pecuniary 
reasons. But one is hard put to un- 
derstand or agree with those who 
Oppose the withdrawal for security 
or Strategic reasons. 

Tt is not by chance that the peace 
treaty with Egypt was never openly 
Opposed by any Israeli military 
figure of stature.

Opponents of Israeli evacuation 
of Sinai — as stipulated in the peace 
treaty with Egypt — won two battles 
last week. And a spokesman for the 
Movement to Stop the Withdrawal 
in Sinai announced at the weekend 
that a fund-raising mission is leaving 
for the U.S. to seek financial sup- 
port from the Jewish community 
there, 

The nationalists’ first victory 
came on Wednesday of last week, 
when hundreds of demonstrators 
who went to the Haruvil farm 
cooperative in north Sinai to pre- 
vent workers from dismantling 
greenhouses returned to their 
homes after the Defence Ministry 
agreed that existing structures will 
not be taken down now. 

The ministry thus averted a clash 
between the IDF and supporters of 
the Movement to Stop the 
Withdrawal in Sinai. The IDF had 
heen instructed to Protect the 
workers dismantling the 
greenhouses, But there were con- 
flicting claims on whether the 
‘igreement between the ministry 
and the movement referred only to 
the greenhouses at Haruvit or 
throughout north Sinai.

UNITED NATIONS. — The US.

Minister Abuhatzeira denies 
he mishandled charity funds 


TEL AVIV (Itim) — Minister of 

Labour and Social Affairs Aharon 
Abuhatzeira last week denied 
charges of mishandling funds in a 
charitable trust he had managed. 

"Twas very nuive-when I set up 
the -Abuhatzeira Fund,” he said in 
Tel Aviv District Court where he is 
appearing with his former aide, 
Moshe Gabai, on changes of 
embezzlement from the fund. The 
fund which the minister headed in 
the early seventies, while mayor of 
Ramle, was established in memory 
of Aharon Abuhatzeira's father, 
It grants interest-free loans to peo- 
ple in need, with no questions 
asked. 

Asked by State Attorney Gavriel 
Bach about money from the fund 
that went to Aharon Abuhutzeira's 
own family, the minister replied: 

Abuhatzeira: “If it is a crime to 
receive αὶ loan from this fund, then 
bring other public figures to trial for 
barrewing [rom funds...Don't you 
know the difference between taking 
and stealing? You accuse me of 
stenling 400, 1,000, 500 pounds. 1 
didn't steal a thing." 

At another stage, Bach asked: 
“The fund gave loans to widows and 
orphans. Which category do you 
put yourself in?" 

Shouting, Abuhateira replied: 
“The loan my wife took was in the 
category of help for the needy, [ am 
not ashamed to say that | was in 
need, even if 1 was αὶ minister.” 

The match continued, until Bach 
interrupted curtly: “Stop trying to 
differentiate between your wife and 
yourself, when the loan went for 
remodelling your common apart- 
ment. Didn't your hand tremble 
when you signed cheques for the 
renovation of your own home?”

Treasury wants welfare cut

The Treasury has demanded that 
the Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs cut its proposed budget for 
1982/3 by about 7 per cent, a ministry 
spokesman said last week, Most of 
the cuts are at the expense οἱ day- 
care centres for children of working 
mothers, boarding schools for 
children from problem homes, 
facilities for the handicupped and 
the elderly, and programmes to 
cope with growing unemployment. 

The Treasury informed the 
ministry on Monday that it wanted 
18200 million cut from its teguiar 
budget and 1S60-70m. from its 
development budget. Ministry 
Director-General Yisrael Goralnik 
said that his ministry could not 
agree to this. The ministry in fact 
expected a real increase in next 
year's budget because it has cut per- 
sonnel by 20 per cent and develop- 
ment of new facilities by 50 per cent 
in the last two years. 

In contrast Lo previous years’ 
budget negotiations, the Treasury 
hus this year specified which areas it 
wants cul, instead of citing an 
overall figure. The Treasury 


would not tremble,” the minister 


replied, 


Asked why he did not convene 
the fund's directors to comider the 
loans to himself, the minister 
replied that all-its members had 
laken loans without a formal deci- 


sion. 


Responding to questions from his 
counsel, Shlomo ToussiaCohen, in 
a quiet, calm manner, Aluhalzeiru 
explained that while he wis formal- 
ly the chairman of the fund, 
fellow-defendent Moshe Gabai 
took care of the day-to-day ud- 
ministration. Abuhatzeire admitted 
that he had never even read the 
fund's by-laws, because it was 
Operated in the same way 95 thou- 
sunds of other small charitable 


funds throughout the comiry. 


When word got around that the 
fund was established, peeple began 
to apply for loans — andthey were 
granted, Abuhatzeira said. He 
chuborated: “As is custamary with 
traditional charitable finds, loans 
are given to anyone whoapplics, in- 
cluding the fund's trustess. No one 
checks the applicant's financial 
situation and no guarantors ure re- 


quired. 


“Whoever says that he needs ἡ 
loan, gets one. The request itself is 
considered an indication of need," 


explained the witness, :

TV, Radio ruling on suspects

Alt the meeting of the Broad- 
casting Authority's management 
committee, the authority adopted 
suidelines of the Press Council 
regarding the publication of infor- 
mation about the progress of the in- 
vestigation of suspects. 

The committee ruled that TV and 
radio reportage should not become 
ma: tanlcof any_side-lo an. in- 
vestigation.” 

The committee's deliberations 
followed charges by Minister 
without Portfolio Yitzhak Moda’ 
that he had been maligned on televi- 
sion and that a TV reporter had 
Teported that Moda'i was under police 


investigation when this in fact was 
not true. 

In addition to the Press Council 
guidelines, the committee decided 
to forbid TV and radio publication 
of the names of persons Suspecied 
of a “disgraceful act” before that 
Person has been arrested or placed 
undcr investigation. The committee 
added a further qualification, 
however, saying that Person's name 
may be published if the TV or radio 
first asks that person for his or her 
comment. 

Even if the person replies “no 
comment,” the media have.the right 
to publish his or her name. Further 
more, TV and radio may publish the 
name of the suspect even before the 
investigation if there is formal per- 
ntisgion from the directors of TV or 
tadidvur the Broadcasting Authority 
director-penerul.

Envoy on Israel’s ‘bag o

WASHINGTON. — The bombing 
by Israel of the Libyan and 
Pakistani nuclear facilities now un- 
der construction and a stepped-up 
campaign against PLO targets out- 
side Lebanon, including in Europe, 
are among 10 measures Israel might 
take before the April 26 final 
withdrawal from Sinai.

Israeli officials here in 
Washington and around the country 
have been embarrassed by the ex- 
tensive coverage in the U.S. news 
media — radio, television and new- 
spapers — of the expensive com- 
pensation plan, which Yamit resi- 
dents have vowed to resist. They 
want more. 

One American Jewish political 
activist here pointed out that the 


compensation figure is roughily the 
same as the entire annual United 
Jewish Appeal allocation going to 
Israel from the U.S. “And this is for 
only 1,400 Israeli families,” he said. . 


At the State Department's 


Agency for International Develop- 
ment, officials are worried about 
the financial ramifications of the 
compensation plan on the overall 
health of the Israell economy. 
Already, Israel is America's largest 
individual foreign aid recipient. 
They fear Israel will be forced to ap- 
peal for yet more aid. 


In addition, American Jews and 


other supporters of Israel have been 
upset by all the negative stories 
coming out of Israel surrounding 
the entire controversy. They are 
worried that Israel's image as a 
democratic country, which values 
law and order, is being tarnished by 
the violence in Yamit.

orlginal autonomy plan of 
December 1977 was envisaged as a 
permanent solution, implying 
Perpetuation of Israeli control in all 
of Judea, Samaria and Gaza. The 
agrecment that emerged al Camp 
David in 978-9 was quite different; 
it was specifically defined as a 
“transitional arrangement'' for-the 
Purpose of ‘ensuring a peaceful and 
orderly transfer of authority.” The 
underlying assumption was that a 
sharp transition from total hostility 
to total peace would be impossible. 

The Egyptian-tsrocli peace treaty 
would never have been concluded 
without the prior interim agree- 
ments of 1974 and 1975. They had 
created a contractual atmosphere in 
the relations between the two 
adversaries and enabled them to 
test each other's intentions. A 
period of cautious evolution would 
be even more necessary in the 
Isrueli-Palestinian context. 

In the meantime, the Camp 
David agecements opened new 
horizons tu the Palestinians. Their 
diplomatic history is replete with re- 
jected proposals, conceived lagely 
in their interest, which they later 
tried to revive. The Palestinians 
have never lost 2 chance of missing 
an opportunity. 

The PLO’s recent ‘all or 
nothing” syndrome was supported 
irresponsibly and energetically by 
Jordan, whose monarch had created 
the Israeli military control in Judea 
and Samaria by his entry into the 
1967 war, King Hussein has now 
resolved to prevent asolution of the 
erisis which he himself brought 
about. Anwar Sadat, with grester 
sobriety and imagination, mude an 
audacious effort to unravel the 
complexities that Nesser and Hus- 
alin bequeathed to the Arab 
world. 


IT 1S TRUE that the Camp David 
agreement did not ensure im- 
mediate independence of the 
Palestinians from Israeli rule. But it 
is also true that the violent opposi- 
tion to Camp David by the PLO and 
the rejectionist states has kept the 
Palestinians stuck more deeply in 
more backward positions than if 
they had put Prime Minister Begin 
to the test of fulfilling his sgned 
commitment. They could now be in 
the third year of “full autonomy," 
entitled to negotiale an agréetnent 
on the “final status of the’ West! 
Bank and Gaza,” with Jordan and 
Egypt at their side and with the 
knowledge that very large sections 
of Israeli opinion — perhaps the 
majority — favours a solution that 
would reconcile Israel's security 
with Palestinian rights, 

More than two years of 
“negotiation” have nol moved the 
pariies an inch closer to such asolu- 
tion. All three governments — 
Egypt, Israel and the U.S. ~ have 
left a trail of communiques in some 
of the world’s more agreeable 
hotels, announcing “constructive 
discussions” in a “frank and friend- 
ly atmosphere." This is illusion. 

[τ is a law of mudern diplomacy 
that all meetings are successful. If 
this is not strictly true, language can 
always be used to give hursh reality 
a glittering coat of verbul paint. All 
three governments have had other 
priorities, and for most of the period 
of the negoliutions they have been 
represented by people who lacked 
the wuthority to move from one 
position to unother — who lacked 
even that minimal degree of flex- 
ibility which is necessary fur serious 
negotiations.

It is clear that the election of the 
“self-governing authority” would 
introduce totally new conditions in 
the areas concerned, Nothing would 
be the same, The inhabitants would 
have a new stature, a new respon- 
sibility and 9 new dignity. 

The Israeli presence would con- 
sist of Israeli armed forces who 
would be “withdrawn and 
“redeployed into specified security 
locations." There would be such a 
sharp increase in the powers of the 
inhabitants and such a diminution in 
those of the Israeli administration 
that the change could accuralely be 
described as revolutionary, 

The effects woutd be felt not only 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza, but 
throughout Israeli society. Isrnel, 
free of the image of coercion in ter- 
rilories outside its sovereign 
jurisdiction, could look inward on 
its own Jewish vocation, drawing 
strength from an Intensive develop- 


ment of its human and intellectual 
resources. 

Isruel's right to negotiate secure 
boundaries in place of the

Powers 
reserved by the Israeli government 
should be restricted to such. crucial 
domains 85 foreign “affairs and 
Security. The mass of appeals, com- 
plaints and expectations that the 
population now addresses ‘to- the 
Israeli government should id future 
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be diverted to their elected 
representatives. 
O We should not be afraid of κα 
widely constituted administrative 
council. On the contrary, Israel has 
an interest in ensuring that the 
autonomous body is representative 
as well as functional, thus undereu. 
ting the pretensions of the PLO. 
The original idea of limiting. the 
membership to 11 or [5 fune. 
tionaries should be revised, 
O Autonomy implies a power of 
enactment, So does “the princi 
of self-government,"’ which Sadat 
and Begin endorsed in the Cam 
David text, An Israeli authority has 
written: “Self-government denotes 
the exercise by a group .. of 
governmental functions in al} their 
ususual forms, including especially 
the enactment of-legal rules, policy 
decisions:,.and administration, 
. Autonomy relates more Specifically 
to the enactment of laws by the 
group itself. In both cases the 
qualifying adjective ‘limited’ should 
be implied..." (State and Nation by 
Benjamin Akzin, London 1964, Ρ. 
141). The fact that the power of 
enactment is “limited™ does nol 
mean that it is non-existent, or that 
regulations may not be allowed, 
O Camp David speaks of autonomy 
both in ἃ personal context (“the in- 
habitants") and in a territorial con- 
text (“self-governing authority in 
the West Bank and Gaza"), These 
definitions should be respected. The 
Jerusalem problem is separate and 
distinct and should on no account 
be introduced into this context. The 
“West Bank” is defined in the 
Camp David agreement as un area 
whose permanent status has not yet 
been decided. Israelis cannot pos- 
sibly want Jerusalem or part of it to 
fall under that definition. 
O The logic-of a transitional agree- 
ment is that it leaves each party with 
the right to dream or hope that the 
final settlement will be in its favour.

THERE CAN be little doubt that 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
and many of his) Likud 
followers have come to regard Ue 
medio us “the enemy”. Television 
news is the arch-enemy; but radio 
and print journalism arc cnemies 
tov. There is a certain irony in this 
hostility, for Begin himself before 
becoming prime minister, was 
proud of being a regular contributor 
to the press, having had a weekly 
column in Ma‘ariv for years. 

Moreover, the founder of the 
Revisionist movement, Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky, wha hus been Begin's 
idol since his youth, was renowned 
in the Jewish world as a golden- 
penned journalist, Many of the 
founders, editors and wrilers of 
Isracl’s two large-circulation pop- 
ular tabloids, Afa@‘ariv und Yedior 
Aharanot, were Jabolinsky devotees 
and, in iheir early years, graduates 
of the Revisionist, movement, 


And yet all the Likud and press 
People interviewed in order to ob- 
lain a picture of ithe relations 
between these two institutions 
spoke aulomutically of a deep rup- 
ture between the men who have 
been ruling Israel for the past four 
and a half years and those who hive 
been reporting on their stewardship. 
All prefaced theie remarks with the 
observation that in recent decades, 
nearly all democratic governments 
have viewed the press as un adver- 
sary, if nol as an outright enemy, 
“In Israel (his has been true of all 
governments, beginning with Ben 
Gurion and going through Golda 
Meir.” suid one. “But the Liked 
government his obviously shown 
this hostility more intensely than 
Labour governments did.” 


SHALOM ROSENFELD, the 
furmer editor of Ma‘arly and long- 
lime chairman of the Editors Com- 
mittee, shares this Upinion and tries 
to expluin why. 
“The why is to be sought on both 
cs. Begin liked to see himsell asa 
Journalist, and in the long years in 
which he was in opposition he saw 
the press as an ally in his drive to at- 
fiin power. There can be little 
doubt that the role of the media in 
the final years of Labour rule was an 
impurtunt factor in Begin's triumph 
in 1977, 

“Bul he was sorcly disappointed 
when, after becoming prime 
Minister, the press turned its guns 
on him and his government. He 
could mot understund what had hap- 
pened to us; why an ostensible ally 
had turned into such ἃ bitler critic. 

“In all fairness, however, it must 
be suid that the press hardly gave 
Begin and his new government a 
chance. They weren't even given 
the benefit of a hundred days of 
grice. Offen the tenor of the 
erilicism, and its cumulative nature, 
give the impression of an aleihum 
Cyet at them’) syndrome. That was 
perhaps the main source of Begin's 
bitterness." 

Others agree thut there is it 
profound estrangement. 

Gideon Gadot, chairman of the 
hoard of the ΜΙᾺ] Hapayis lottery 
and of Herut’s informition depart- 
mend und ene of the central Figures 
inthe Likud's election campaign, 
Gikes it as axiomatic that “the press 
is not with us.” According to him, 
the Revisionist(: movement once 
produced ἃ generation of glittering 
fewsmen and publicists. But that 
was a tong time age. “In the list 
campaign, the whole press and 
Mate-controlled television, too, 

were against us." 

The chairman of the Herut Knes- 
set faction, Ronnie Milo, who has 
heen the moving foree behind the 
luunching of a new Likud weekly, 
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also accepted media hostility to the 
Likud, falalistically, as axiomatic. 

“Part of the press and a good 
proportion of the journalists 
developed in a state of symbiosis 
with the Labour establishment. 
That is the major explanation for 
their hostility to the Likud. The 
worst expression of this unbridled 
animus is to be found in the Broad- 
casting Authorily. The truth of the 
matter is thal we gave up on the 
Press pretty eucly on. We simply felt 
that there was nothing thal we could 
do tu change the situntion.” 


IF THE LIKUD does not even 
hother to try, it is for two reasons. 
First, the Likud people who com- 
mented on Milu's assessment 
agreed with if with a certain 
smugness which ax much as said, 
“perhaps we don’t have to ry, 
hecuuke we manage even with u 
hostile press." 

The fact is Unat in the fast elec- 
tions the Likud did come up from 
behind in ἃ last-minute, skin-of- 
their-tecth electoral victory, but 
viclory nonetheless, despite the fact 
that the entire press was cleurly 
against them. 

Sccondly, there is every intention 
of trying (o do something about the 
situution, although not in the sense

The distrust and resentment expressed last week by the 
Prime Minister is but one symptom of the deep rupture 
that has developed between the Likud and the press. Is 
it simply that the government has written off the 
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of “reforming” the existing media, 

Inmediately after the June 30 
elections, the Likud’s relief αἱ hav- 
ing won, and their chagrin at having 
barely managed to do so in the face 
of what they saw as a uniformly 
hostile press, led to internal party 
consultations on the initiation of 
new pro-Likud media outlets. 

The original talk was of the need 
tu put out a Likud daily (and pos- 
sibly also an Lnglish newspaper). 
Concurrently, an earlier Likud pro- 
ject was resurrected: the franchising 
of a second enble-television channel 
and of a number of commercial 
radiv stations that would compete 
with the nienupolislic Broadcusting 
Authority outlets, concerning which 
the Likud had given up despite its 
hacking of the Authority's: manage- 
ment board. 

The idea of a Likud daily has 
been given up for the time being, 
Those in the Likud who pointed to 
the financial difficulties which led 
to the closing of ‘the Herut and 
Liberal papers Herut and Hahoker in 
the 1960s, und the subsequent 
failuce of Gahul's Hayom, scem to 
have carried the day, Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor is on record 
us being oppused to such an expen- 
sive fling, as are Gidcon Gadot and 
other Likud leaders who have more 
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than an inkling of what is entailed in 
such an adventure. As is usual with 
such things, however, a compromise 
has been struck. The Likud will put 
out a glossy weekly, which if all goes 
as planned is scheduled to appear 
on the news-stands by the end of 
March, 

Ronnie Milo, who is slated to be 
the editor in chief of this weekly, 
says that it will be called Yoman 
Hashawa (“Weekly Diary") and 
will be patterned on the Time Ma- 
gazine formal: about 80 glossy 
pages. A professional journalist, 
whom Milo refuses to name at this 
point, will be in charge of the actual 
editorial operation. 

“It will not be an outright Likud 
paper,” he insists, “‘but it will 
definitely not be hostile to the 
Likud. We know that the public has 
lurned away from overt party news- 
Papers, and we don’t intend falling 
into that trap. But we think that we 
can put out a professional, eye- 
catching, interesting weekly, thal 
will make a go of it.” 


MILO SAYS that the initial staff- 
work on the feasibility of such a 
weekly has shown that it could 
break even and support itself if it 
reaches a circulation of 20,000. He 
believes that Likud and 
government-connected sources will] 
be able to supply enough scoops to 
attract and retain a readership at 
least that large. The rest of the 
pages will be devoted to “all the 
normal departments and special- 
interest columns that any self- 
respecting weekly news journal of 
this sort has.” 

The young Herut MK sidesteps 
the question as to who is putting up 
the seed capital, and running the 
risk of losing it in a business that is 
noted for spectacular failures. The 
last one to try it was Moshe Dayan 
over five years ago, and his attempt 
folded in a short time. Milo is ready 
to identify the publisher: Yehuda 
Schiff, of Revivim Publications, one 
of the country's leading men in the 
field. How much of it is his money, 
and how much a Likud injection, is 
another question thut elicits no 
answer. 


Gideon Gadot, talking about the 
new weekly in his Miful Hapayis 
headquarters, was clearly miffed. 

“[ want you to write that no one 
even consulted with me, the 
chairman of the party's information 
department, concerning the entire 
project. 1 think it’s a bad mistake. 
True, the whole press is against us, 
but the fact is that we managed 
without them. Whal we need is a 
high-class ideological monthly, in 
which the thinking élite of the party 
can express itself. There is 
something of the sort now, a 
monthly called B'Eretz Yisrael, 
which is headed by Deputy Minister 
of Finance Haim Kaufman, bul it’s 
ἃ half-hearted attempt at best. 

“What we really have to con- 
centrate on is television by means of 
the second channel. It's in the 
works and Mordechai Zipori [the 
communications minister] is work- 
ing on the legislative framework 
that will make il possible." 

One gets the feeling that Foman 
Hashavua is very definitely Milo's 
Personal baby. Other party leaders 
approached for an opinion on the 
matter begged off committing 
themselves, obviously wanting to 
steer clear of public opposition. 
Milo’s kinship with Begin (his 
brother is married to the premier’s 
daughter, Hassia) would seem to 
have been a helpful factor, as has 
Begin's obvious bias in favour of do- 
ing something about the printed 
press and his old-timer’s obtuseness 
regarding the power of television, 


Milo raised one interesting point, 
The weekly, he said, “will also Serve 
as a training-ground for young jour. 
nalists of our own persuasion, who 
in time will work their way into 
other papers after having made 
their names with us.” 


IS THE LIKUD paranoid about the 
press? By all indications the answer 
must be yes. Is it possible, however, 
that this paranoia might be justified, 
as in the words of Henry Kis- 
singer, “even paranoids often have 
real enemies?” Aguin, the answer is 
a partial, but very definite, yes, The 
Press is by now largely biased 
against the Likud government, but 
ποῖ for the reasons given by Likud 
spokesmen. 

The charge that the bias derives 
from the identification of news- 
papermen with Labour is too ab- 
surd to nierit refutation, and is part 
of the paranoia. Likud spokesmen 
prefer to forget the rough Lreatment 
the entire press, and often even the 
Labour-dominated Histadrut's own 
daily, Davar, meted out to the last 
Labour governments. 

The bias, to the extent that it ex- 
ists, is a reflection of the general 
development of the media in the 
democratic West as a permanent 
gadfly and institutionalized op- 
Position to all governments and es- 
tablishments. The process reached 
its apogee in the Watergate era in 
the U.S., which had « profound in- 
fluence on journalists in this 
country, 

Journalists themselves make a 
Professional distinction that is often 
us misunderstead by politicians 
as itis by the less sophisticated 
members of the public. It is the dis- 
tinction between news and upinion. 
Journalists urgue that while opinion 
articles may indeed reflect 
widespread disappointment wilh the 
Likud government, the news in 
Israel's papers is, by and large, 
Presented objectively. 

Likud politicians deny this, 
charging that the newspupers dis- 
close their bins in their selection of 
what to report ux news. The rejoinder 
of the pressmen thal “good news is 
no news” leaves them cold and as 
resentful as ever. But even if they 
also deny the validity of the con- 
verse of the old saw, they could 
hardly have expected reporters of 
any political stripe to maintain 
silence about what litle colour was 
injected into Begin’s lacklustre first 
government by the goings-on of 
such figures us Ezer Weizman, 
Moshe Dayan and Yigael Hurvitz. 

Tn all fairness, however, it must 
be admitted that there is ἃ certain 
snobbish element in press atlitudes 
to any government, Newspapermen, 
and especially political reporters, 
are ofien politicians manqués. Close 
Proximity to, and possibly some 
jealousy of, the men who rule 
the world — and in our 
case, Israel — sometimes leads 
political reporters into the super- 
cilious generalization that men fre- 
quently guilty of such ineptitudes 
can do no right. In this regard, the 
Likud people have been less adept 
at disguising their shortcomings 
than were the more practised 
Labour politicians in the past. 

The obvious anti-intellectual bias 
of the Likud, and the lack of self- 
confidence it represents, have 
tended to increase the gulf between 
the Likud government, and the 
press. The biases of Menachem 
Begin’s populist Herut are a far-cry 
from the ambience of its Revisionist 


Precursors, who did attract part of © 


the Jewish intelligentsia of pre- 
World War Η Eastern Europe. 
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THE FIRST ‘YEAR of the Reagan 
Administration was murked by 
several potentially disturbing tong- 
range trends in American-lsraeli 
relations. Unless steps are taken 
quickly in both Washington and 
Jerusalem, these trends are likely Lo 
worsen during President Reagan's 
second year in office. 
Democratic Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan of New York, a 
former U.S. ambassador to the UN, 
warned late last year that even the 
American Jewish community was 
not paying enough attention to 
some of the danger signs. He charged 
a “wilful pallern of avoidance” of 
the issues and events that have 
moved the U.S. away [rom Israel. 
“There's a sense that many Jews 
do not want lo know what's being 
said about Isrgel. And that astounds 
me," he told a Jewish gathering in 
Baltimore. “It's the same mmentulity 


that German Jews had in the 1930s-~ 


when they said, ‘It can’t happen 
here,’ and I find it among prominent 
American Jews now." 

The anti-Semitism which 
emerged during the angry Saudi 
AWACS debute was pari of this 
development. Moynihan said that a 
number of Jews in government and 
in private industry had suggested to 
senators that il would be better for 
Israel and American Jews to have 
the sule go through rather (han suf- 
fer the wrath of an emburrassed ud- 
ministration and a possible anti- 
Semitic backlash. 

“TL saw something that | never 
thought | would encounter in my 
life." he said. **I suw the threat uf 
anti-Semitism used for political ob- 
jectives.” 


IN AN OPEN letter tu his 
constituents, Moynihan elaborated 
on his charge that anti-Semitism 
was aclually caploited during Une 
AWACS debate. 

“We were told — by some of the 
most eminent figures in American 
public life — that the defeat of the 
AWACS would sooner or later. 
bring forth a violent anti-Semitic reac- 
lion and that as nene of us would 
wish to be responsible for that, it 
was clearly our duty to vote for the 
sale of arms to Saudi Arabia — ana- 
lion which, among other things, had 
once called for a holy war aguinst 
Isracl_ and an effort to ‘cleanse 
Jerusulem of the Jews."” 

The senator then referred to a 
report in the New York Daily News 
which had said that “some law- 
makers complained about what 
seemed to be a fairly well-organized 
campuign of anti-Semitism in letlers 
and phone calls that swept Capito! Hill

Moynihan’s Republican col- 
leugue from New York, Senator 
Alfonse d‘Amuto, spoke of the 
“incredible, terrible, unbelievable 
letters.“" Another Republican 
senator, David Durenberger of 
Minnesvta, said: “ft have never ex- 
perienced anything like this in my 
life. in terms of basic prejudice.” 

Moynihan himself released one 
ugly tetler which read, “The Jews 
Irom Israel have to (sic) much lo say 
how our foreign policy is lu be, who 
the hell they think they are.” 


REAGAN'S own nulionally- 
televised news conference stale- 
ment during the AWACS debate 
that no loreign country should be 
allowed τὸ dictate America's 
foreign pulicy was widely seen aos 
giving some legitimacy to the “dual 
loyalty** accusalions againsl 
American Jews. 

Reagan still has not issucd the 
statement deploring anti-Semitism 
thal he promised in November dur- 
ing his {wo sepurale meetings with 
American Jewish leaders afier the 
AWACS sale was approved.

warnings of “unbelievable letters." 


But Moynihan believes that the 
opposile is actually the case. “I 
don't mean to sound hectoring,”* he 
told the Jews in Baltimore, “but the 
failure of this community to res- 
pond to what's going on is in- 
credible to mic.” 


ISRAFLI officials and other pro- 
Israel political activists here in 
Washington have also been aroused 
by other more subtle, but still) very 
worrying, changes in America’s 
tradilionally friendly attitude 
towiud Israel --- the result of deci- 
sions Giken in both Washington and 
Jerusalem, 

Thins. there ts today an ineryasing 
tendency tu lump Israel together 
with seme of America’s most an- 
agonistic adversaries. Even before 
the decision to extend Israeli irw to 
the Golan Heights and Prime 
Minister Begin's subsequent verbal 
blast against the Reagan Ad- 
ministration’s policy in the Middle 
East, there were influential wices 
here comparing America's 
problems in dealing with Israel to its 
problems in dealing with America’s 
more traditional opponents, such as 
the Sovict Union. 

New Fork Times columnist James 
Reston, for instance, whe is well- 
connected with Washington power 
élite, wrote on Junuary ὦ that 
America’s West Europenn allies are 
becoming increasingly concerned 
that Reagan has not hid the deter- 


mination to take decisive action 
ngainst Cuba, Poland, the Sovict 
Union, China and Israel. 

That is not such ἃ pleasant 
company for Israel. Even if uninten- 
tional, sensitive Israeli officials here 
were stung by it. 


ALSO, litle noticed has been the 
growing chorus of voices in and out 
of the Reagan Administration trying 
lo differentiate between Israe! and 
the government of Israel. 


It is virtually the first time this has 
happened since 1948, and it is a 
trend that could prove very 
dangerous. 

Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger, has been the 
most senior official to make the 
distinction bluntly in public. Voic- 
ing his anger over the Golan nction 
in a nationally-televised interview 
programme on December 20, 
Weinberger said: 

“L think we have (o differentiate 
between un open break with Isract 
and with the people of Israci. | think 
the basic commitment, the basic al- 
fiance of the United States and 
Isracl is a strong one, a permanent 
one.” He expressed the hope that 
the current crisis might turn out io 
be only “a temporary, very rough 
period.” 

Later during that same interview, 
when asked about Israel's assertion 
that it will never rescind the Golan 
Law, Weinberger replied: 

“Well, governments change, peo- 
ple chunge, views change. Never is: 
tong Lime, and world opinien is 
something that τ ΠῚ be lightly dis- 

regirded. The uniunimous resalu- 
tien of the United Nagons: sheuid 
nol be lightly disregarded.” 


WEINBERGER'S remarks then — 
and since — contrasted sharply with 
the more conciliatory aditde af 
Secretary of State Haig. “Israel has 
been, is today. and will remain a 
cluse [riend of the Uniled Stites,” 
he said. 

But even Huig, perhups in- 
udvertently, made a distinction 
between the government und the 
people of {srael. It was nol noticed 
by many untrained eurs, but ex- 
perienced diplomats in Washington 
were slurtled by it. 

“President Reagan,” he said, 
“recognizes perhaps far more than 
any president in recent history the 
vital importance of our obligations 
to the people of Israel and our 
guarantees to the survival of thal 
state, Nothing has changed.” He 
went on to hope that “the rhetoric 
and demeanour of both govern- 


ments will recognize the over-all 
imperative of our continuing cor- 
diality and interrclationship.” 

A State Depariment official 
denied strongly that Haig's distinc- 
tion had been intentional. The U.S. 
he said, does not differentiate 
between the democratically-clected 
government of Israel and the people 
in the country. 

The matter is especially sensitive 
to Israeli officials because the U.S. 
has made the distinction in its deal- 
ings with other countries, Taiwan 
for instance. There are no official 
contacts with Taiwan — only with 
the people there. Similarly, the 
Soviet Union always expresses its 
friendship toward “the people of 
the United States," while railing 
figuinst the government in 
Washington.

“ Begin has met with the commit- 
tee only two or three times since 
coming to power more than four 
years ago, and one of those times 
was purely ceremonial.

A commission of leading 
American Jews has been established 
to inquire formally into the “painful 
questions lef over from World War 
11," as The New York Times put it in 
ἃ recent Page One story. 

Those questions are critical, The 
story does not end with the 
Holocaust. Nor is it the last act for 
Hillel Kook, heir of the famed rab- 
binical family, the moving spirit 
behind the Bergson group and the 
Irgun's lop emissary-in-exile, whose 
experiences helped shape his 
sometimes iconoclastic ideas about 
Israel and the Jews. 


JABOTINSKY called Kook to 
America in 1940 Lo set upa commit- 
tee for a Jewish army; but in 1942, 
when the fact that two million Jews 
had been exterminated rated a two- 
inch story on an inside page of the 
Washington Post, Kook-Bergson 
turned his energies to rousing the 
U.S. government to do something 
ahuut the Holocaust. 
Together with Shmuel Merlin, 
former editor of the Irgun news- 
Paper; Jabolinsky's son Enz Arye 
Bew-Eliezer (the man responsible 
for Menachem Begin’s uppointment 
us Irgun commander); writer Ben 
Hecht and others, he worked fran- 
tically ta lobby congressmen and 
government officials. They 
organized committees whose sup- 
porters inchided Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Herbert Hoover und William Ran- 
dolph Hearst; staged a march on 
Washington by hundreds of rabbis; 
produced massive pageunts ubout 
the continuing genocide; screamed 
their heads off in Full-puge ads in the 
newspapers; raised money from 
560,000 contributors — all in order 
to stir America to action,

Hillel Kook, whose wartime activities in the U.S. to try to 
save European Jewry are the subject of a revived con- 
troversy, talks here about his clashes with the American 
Jewish leadership at the time. He is interviewed by the 
Post’s LOUIS RAPOPORT and discusses also his idens on 
the Palestinians, identity and religion, and the political 
leadership of Menachem Begin, with whom he was 
associated in the pre-State underground. 


Bergson und his friends were at- 
lacked by the American Jewish and 
world Zionist establishment, 
sometimes in shrill tones. Com- 
paratively recently, Abba Eban still 
persisted in describing Ben Hecht 
and other members of Bergson's 
group us “satanisis." 

The newly-formed American 
Commission on the Holocaust — 
whose 16 members include former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Goldberg, psychologist Dr. Bruno 
Bettelheim, Rabbi Arthur 
Hertzberg, and former senators 
Jacob Javits and Abraham Ribicoff 
— will try to shed light on what 
President Franklin Ὁ. Roosevelt 
and the State Department did or 
didn’t do about the Holocaust, and 
what Jewish groups did, or failed to 
do, about the extermination. 

‘The researchers will have to focus 
un the Bergson group in, order to 
understand the painful and disturb- 
ing rules of the greatly esteemed 
Rabbi Wise, Abba Hillel Silver, and 
Nahum Guldmaan, 


ACCORDING to some scholars, 
the Jewish establishment spent 
more {time trying to undermine the 
Bergson group than they did in 
fighting the State Department, 
which blocked rescue efforts in the 
critical years 1942-45. Today, the 
Bergson group is generally credited 
us being responsible for the creation 
in 1944 of the War Refugee Bourd, 
an independent presidential agency 
which rescued over 100,000 Jews 
(Raoul Wallenberg, the Swedish 
diplomat who saved thousands of 
Hungarian Jews, was one of the 
bonrd’s cmissaries.) 

ἴῃ an article on the Kook group's 


role in getting Roosevelt to set up 
the WRB, published in Midstream 
last April, Eliahd Matz describes 
Kook-Bergson's appearances 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Conimittee in November 1943, and 
the intense hostility of the panel's 
Jewish chairman — Congressman 
Sol Bloom — to him and his 
Proposals, Bloom's friend, Rabbi 
Wise, who also testified at the hear- 
ings, obstructed the efforts of the 
Emergency Committee, as 
Bergson’s group was then called. 

Both Wise and the Jewish 
Agency's Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
continually attacked Bergson. In a 
confidential State Department 
Memorandum of Conversation 
dated May 19, 1944, Goldmann 
quoted Wise as saying that he 
“regarded Bergson as equally as 
Breul un enemy of the Jews as 
Hitler, for the reason that his ac- 
tivities could only lead to increased 
anti-Semitism" in America. 

When this document was declas- 
sified a few years ago, says Hillel 
Kouk, he understood for the first 
time “the depth of paralysis and 
fear" that infected Jewish leaders, 
preventing the Jewish “and even the 
Zionist” leudership from doing 
enough to mobilize politically for a 
tescuc effort, “Instead of pressuring 
the U.S. government, Nahum Gold- 
mann and his friends tried to under- 
mine our campaign to save Jews," 

tn February i643, afler the 
Bergson group took full-page news- 
‘puper ads announcing that 70,000 
Rumanian Jews were “For Sale at 
$50 upiece," Wise issued a state- 


_Ment attacking the Emergency 


Commiltee and saying that there 
had been no “official” confirma- 


tion. The Jewish Agency in London 
also denied the Rumanian offer of 
70,000 Jews for $3.5 million. Ac- 
cording to Kook, post-war docu- 
ments confirm that the Agency did 
receive the offer. 


The newspaper ads were too bla- 
tant for the Jewish establishment, 
but they were extremely effective. 
Washington was flooded with 
hundreds of thousands of letters 
urging Roosevelt to set up the War 
Refugee Board, 

When Kook's committee planned 
to float a $10m. bond issue, Nahum 
Goldmann warned Treasury 
Secretary Henry Morgenthau — a 
Kook supporter who helped expose 
the State Department's opposition 
to rescuing Jews — that the whole 
thing was a “swindle.” 

Goldmann, Wise, Sol Bloom and 
company tried to have Peter 
Bergson deported. They worked 
closely with Breckinridge Long, the 
State Department official who, ac- 
cording to Kook and many scholars, 
was the main obstacle to rescue ef- 
forts. (Long was finally eased out of 
State by Roosevelt in 1944.) But 
Bergson-Kook had many congres- 
sional supporters — Senator Gil 
Gillette and Congressman Will 
Rogers Jr. were members of the 
Emergency Committee — and he 
stayed on in America, attempting to 
overcome the fear that froze 
American Jewish leaders. 


BUT THE attacks continued. The 
Washington Post ran a series αἱ articles 
critical of Bergson and the group's 
financial transactions, An Internal 
Revenue Service probe found no ir- 
regularities, and the newspaper 
relreated from ils charges. But the 
damage had been done — the 
American Zionist Committee cir- 
culated copies of the defamatory ar- 


‘ticles ‘without’ méntloning the IRS 


findings or the recanting editoriat. 
According to a recent article by 
Monty Noam Penkower in the 
Prestigious American Jewish History 
quarterly, the Bergson group, 
without any doubt, “gradually suc- 
ceeded in piercing the silence sur- 
rounding the Holocaust." 


ZIONISTS like Wise and Silver op- 
posed rescue efforts that would not 
bring Jews to Palestine (where the 
British White Paper restricted im- 
migration lo 75,000 over a five-year 
period.) Kook's campaign for tem- 
porary havens In neutral countries 
such as Turkey further enraged the 
Zionist leaders, and they intensified 
their attacks on him. 

(vis inconceivable that the Jewish 
leaders were againss saving Euro- 
pean Jews. But their rigidity, fears, 
narrow jealousies and vanity come 
through in the 247 pages of the of- 
ficial transcript of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee hearings on setting 
up a special rescue commission 
{Problems of World War I and Its 
Aftermath, Part 2.) 

In an article in the April 1980 
Journal of Contemporary History, 
Sarah Ε, Peck notes that Wise did 
criticize the State Department, but 
she concluded that “organized 
American Jews — disunited, in 
retrospect unduly cautious and 
Preoccupied with long-range 
political goals — must also share the 
blame for the deaths of their six mil- 
lion brethren.” 

“By condemning the activities of 
the Emergency Committee instead 
of Acting upon’ Bergson’s rescue - 
philosophy, organized American 
Jews missed an important chance to 
force United States intervention in 
the Holocaust,” writes Peck. 

Even an historian, critical of the 
Emergency Committee, Lucy 
Dawidowioz, writing in Commentary 
20 years ago, credited Bergson and 


his group with bringing about the 
creation of the War Refugee Board, 

The WRB was “too little too 
late,” Kook says today, for it was 
unable to rescue more than an 68. 
timated 100,000 from the exter- 
mination machines. 


THE WAR OVER, Bergson's Com- 
mittee of National Liberation 
bought the former [ran Embassy in 
Washington, hoisted a blue and 
while flag and became a kind of 
“Hebrew Embassy"? on Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue. The committee 
held press conferences, published a 
newspaper, The Answer, edited by 
Merlin, and mounted a new 
publicity campaign for a nation- 
state. But the 22nd Zionist Congress 
meeting in Basle in [946 condemned 
the committee for “distorting the 
problem of the Jewish people” and 
making “unfounded and misteading 
.differcntiations, such as between 
‘Jews’ and ‘Hebrews.”” Irgun com- 
mander Menachem Begin did not 
object to this resolution against his 
Irgun comrades in the U.S., which 
led lo a schism among Jabotinsky's 
followers over basic issues. 

The Bergson group was a 
Phenomenon, an imaginative and 
during band of activists who created 
the first effective Jewish lobby in 
the U.S. and constituted this 
country's first diplomatic mission in 
Washington. After the state was ¢s- 
tablished, Kook offered the man- 
sion on Embassy Row to the 
government of Israel. The offer was 
rejected, 

Today. Hillel Kook is still a 
ridical dissident bursting with ideas. 
Although he says he was 
“traumatized” by what happened 40 
years ago, he has continued to 
struggle with the crucial questions 
that have faced and still face the 
Jewish people. 


THE SAGA of Hillel Kook is as 
fascinating us his ideas. He was born 
in Lithuania in "1914 or 1915" son 
of the scholar Rabbi Dov Kook and 
nephew of Eretz Yisrael's first 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi, Avraham 
Yitzhak Kook. Hillel's cousin is 
Rabbi Zvi Yehuda Kook, spiritual 
mentor of Gush Emunim. 

Hillel Kook came to Eretz Yisrael 
in 1925 and went to his uncle's 
yeshiva in Jerusalem, He became, 
and still is, a non-observant Jew 
who believes in God. Later, he 
studied philosophy. 

A close friend from the yeshiva 
was David Raziel, who eventually 
became the commander of Irgun. 
Through Ruziel, Kook joined the 
Hagana in 1930, und then became 
active in ihe Irgun. He became ἃ 
member of the Irgun high command 
in 1937. That year he was sent to 
Poland to meet Ze'ev Jubolinsky 
and (ιν organize “illegal” immigra- 
tion. He became very close to 
Jabotinsky. When Jabolinsky went 
{o the U.S, to call for the establish- 
ment of a Jewish urmy and to try to 
get America to fight the Nazis, he 
asked Kook to join him. 

Eight years later, Kook’s lust uc- 
livity in America before liquidating 
the Hebrew Committee for 
Nalional Liberation was to help 
finance and organize the dispatch of 
the Irgun arms ship Altalena (which 
arrived off the Israel coast after the 
sinte had been estublished and was 
sunk off Tel Aviv). 


KOOK, Merlin, and Eri Jabotinsky 
became members of the Constituent 
Assembly, the First Knesset, on the 
Herut list, but split with Begin in 
1950. 1 

Kook felt the First Knesset 
betrayed the Israeli people by not 
dealing with fundamental issues, 
such-as the separation of stale and 
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constitution. In 1951 he returned to 
America, to “spend time away” and 
to wait for the “new generation” 
that would overcome the ghetto 
mentality of Israel's leaders. 

In the U.S., he became involved 
in the commodity grain market, 
becoming a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and trading in 
futures. When the Buckley family of 
New York set up two small com- 
panies to explore for oil in Israel, 
Kook helped arrange financing. He 
“just missed" making a “million or 
two™ during the short-lived boom in 
Israeli oil stocks in 1955, but he was 
introduced to the world of high 
finance — “I suddenly realized you 
could make a lot of money fast," 

He went into oil exploration on 

..his own, forming a company in 
Cuba. From there he went to Wall 
Street, wilt¥e_he became a member 
of the American*Steck Exchange. 
He liquidated his invest meitt bank- 


ing company in 1968, when he" 


relired from business and came 
back home. “I never left Isruel,” he 
Says. 

{n 1970, he planned (o start a new 
daily newspaper in Tel Aviv, but the 
project didn’t get off the ground, 


SINCE THEN, he has been a lone 
voice in the wilderness, echoing a 
Nietzschean call for a ‘re- 
evaluation of values” and calling for 
a “national debate" to define our 
identity, to settle the conflict with 
the Palestinians, to end internal 
religious divisions, lo change reli- 
lions between Israc! and Diaspora 
Jews, und to deal with the “‘appall- 
ing yup between our various ethnic 
communities" and economic clas- 
Ses, 

He is deeply troubled by what he 
sees, 

“1 think Israel is in very serious 
danger,” Hillel Kook said in an in- 
terview recently, He added that he 
is on the edge of despair, “grasping 
for hope.” . 

“Israel is disintegrating because it 
lives out of the context uf reality. 
Intellectuals are at fault — there is 
no debate on fundamental issues — 
there is no foundation — so we are 
based on a Set of lies... If you talk 
ubout the'need for a constitution, 
about a separation of religion and 
nationality, people don't know what 
you're talking about," says the man 


who coined the phrase “post-' 


Zionism" in 1947. 
Kook sees himself as Jabotinsky's 
spiritual heir, and his ideas were 
shared by Jabotinsky’s son Eri, his 
close friend. “Jabotinsky would 
have come to this idea of separation 
of religion and nationality,” in 
which the state apparatus must be 
secularized, Kook says, and the 
Jewish religion should not remain a 
component of the political an 
party system, He also believ

who are Moslems or Christians. 

“Cm an Israeli national by right 
and by choice, and anyone who says 
it's my duty to be an Israeli I regard 
as an enemy, trying to deprive me of 
my rights. Kissinger and the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe are Americans 
by choice,. 

“There is no exile. The exile 
ended on May 14, 1948, when Israel 
was established and the Jews of the 
world knew its gates were open. The 
fact that in the 34th year of [sracl’s 
existence we talk about the Galut 
and exile is part of the general con- 
fusion which dominates our 
political life.

“In 1945, when the UN was 
created, the Hebrew Commitlee 
-sent a delegation to ask for 
7 membership for the Hebrew — the 
‘Israeli — nation, The Jewish 
Agency squght recognition of the 
Jewish People, There were Jewish 
delegates in 20 of the 50 delegations 
there, On behalf of which Jewish 
nation was the Agenoy speaking?

“The question of Gush Emunim 
; relates to basic issues of identity, If 
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Israel! is a Jewish theocratic 
Teligious state, then you hive no 
vhoice but lo abide by the rules of 
religion — as Professor Yeshayahu 
Leibowitz says, Jews have ne rights, 
they have only duties. The Jewish 
religton is nol exactly a democratic 
manifesta — it just tells you whal lo 
do, it duesn't tell you what your 
rights are. 

“We cannot for lung have a stite 
withoul detining politically the na- 
tion it belongs to — Isragl belongs 
lu the ‘Igraeli nation, and it’s time 
for that nation to be recognized by a 
constitutioanil law. The present con- 
fusion belween messianic Zionist 
myth and a modern nation state sur- 
rounded by eneinies and misunder- 
stood by the world undermines the 
position of Jews everywhere and 
constitutes ἃ mortal danger to the 
Israeli people and their tepublic.

fused about their own identity but 
also about American-Jewish iden- 
tity.

“There is a very serious erosion in 
-U,S.-Israeli relations that has been 
going on since the 1973 war, For- 
tunately, the political system in 
America works very slowly — to the 
average American, Isracl:is not a 
burning issue. But: it'is becoming 
one, With Begin in power, it will 
continue to. get ‘worse,' for his 
‘government, like previous ones, 
grossly exaggerates the influence of 
‘the US. Jewish ‘community.

KOOK met Begin at ἃ critical time 
and place in history — 1938 in War- 
saw, where Begin was making a 
Career us an oruter and Hillel Kook 
was i liaison officer between Irgun 
headquarters in Palestine und Ze"ev 
Jabotinsky, the mun Begin called 
“our father and teacher.” 

Today, Kook considers Begin to 
be the main saboteur of 
Jabotinsky’s philosophy. “Begin 
didn't understand what Jabotinsky 
wanted,” Kook says. “The tragedy 
of innovators is their followers.” 

Many Jews of the Begin-Kook 
generation, the generation of the 
Holocuust are traumatized Jews, 
Kook says. “The difference 
between Begin and me is that | know 
I'm a traumatized Jew...” 

Begin’s recent outburst against 
the Americun adminisiration was 
“embarrus and Kook fell 
“ashamed:” “It was not a proud 
free human being talking, it was a 
ghetto Sew talking. Between his 
mache and’ Massuda there is a 
straight line. 

“Begin uses the expression σά ει! 
koma — walk ercet, be τι proud Jew. 
But proud people wk crect, they 
don’t fafk about it.” 

Hillel Kook was unc of Begin's 
first polilical victims — political 
observers have suid that anyone 
who wanted to be intellectually in- 
dependent of Begin had to be 
purged, frozen out. 

During the period from 1944 τὸ 
1948, a rift widened between Begin's 
Irgun in Pitestine and the Kook-led 
political action group for the Irgun 
m Une OLS. The Kook group — in- 
cluding Jahouisky's sen [τὶ and 
Samuel Merlin, editer of the Irgun’s 
newspaper - Believed that the 
revolution in Fretz Yisrel was un- 
dermined by Begin's palitical per- 
sonality. Long belore he touk 
power. Begin hetrayed the struggle 
tor “Hebrew liherativn,’ the γόνον 
against the ghetto mentality. Today, 
the prime minister of Israel is the 
epitome al that mentality. 


BEGIN was appointed [rgun com- 
mander in 1943 after the Kuok 
group sent Arye Ben-Ehezer te 
Palestine to reactivate the dormant 
Irgun. 

In an interview with Doron 
Rosenblum of Ha‘areiz several 
yeurs ago, Kook said that Begin was 
the “right man in the right place” 
und that he fulfilled his task as Irgun 

- commander exceptionally well. 
“Bul in the course of time, he ac- 
tually derailed the Irgun — he 
changed it from a revolutionary 
movement to the ‘violent arm' of 
the Jewish Agency. Today, too, he 
functions more as head of a ‘govern- 
ment of continuation’ rather than a 
real government of change.” 

“What worries me," Kook says 
today, “is that Begin repeals the 
same pattern of making 
demonstrative gestures without 
weighing the consequences. What- 
ever he does in foreign policy 
is done for domestic reasons. [e's a 
brilliant politician — the ullimate 
politician. This latest undignified 
outburst appeals to people. The U.S. 
deserved a ‘rebuke, but not un 
hysterical tirade.” ; 

“[-don't believe’ we have the 
moral right to force our national 
identity on the Jews of the world, In 
Begin’s harangue against the 
American government, he said 'You 

won't frighten the great Jewish 
community of. the Uniled States.’ 
Who chose him as a spokesman for 
that community? When he became 
prime - minister, they had a little 
ceremony and he toasted Am Yisrael 
in [srael and in the Diaspora — in 
other words, he proclaimed himself 
prime minister of all the Jewish peo- 
ple in the world."

Cinemagoers ‘grow up’

IT MAY NOT be very fashionable 
tu sound optimistic these days; and 
indeed, if all you do is read the front 
Puges, there is no reason why you 
shouldn't have one nervous 
breakdown after another every duy 
ol Lhe week. But il you skip the 
latest news, and ignore our relations 
with the world and our relations 
with ourselves; if you have the mind 
to turn to the back of the paper, 
browse through the art and leisure 
pages, and appraise, for instance, 
the situation of movie distribution 
in Israel, then you might feel just a 
tiny bit better, ἢ 

Being a film critic, this is what 1 
do from time to time, in order to 
salvage a little sanity. As we are at 
the dawn of a new year, and since 
my learned colleagues have already 
summed up the past and foreseen 
the future in their respective fields, 
perhaps I may be permitted to draw 
some conclusions about 1981 as 
reflected on the silver screens of 
Israel. 

Believe it or not, things have been 
changing there. Of course, nothing 
drastic that you would remark at 
first glance; but gradually things are 
improving. After years of watching 
the cinemas repeating the same mis- 
takes again and again, refusing to 
take into account the existence of 
the magic box at home that can sup- 
ply all the mediocre idiocies they 
used to sell and despairing at the 
dwindling box-office receipts without 
doing anything practical to change 
the trend, it seems Lo me that things 
are picking up. 


ONE LOOK at an Israel Film In- 
stitule poll among the reviewers for 
the best films in 1981 shows a sur- 
prising fact, Out of the first 10 they 
picked, none has been a commer- 
clal flop, and some have been a 
remarkable box-office success, 
Topping the poll are Padre Padrone, 
playing now to full houses in Tel 
Aviv, and Kagemusha, which in spite 
of the blackest prophecies, played 
for months on end all over the coun- 
try. 


Typically, both films had a hard 
time mustering suppott. Padre 
Padrone made the rounds of the 
Israeli distributors fur yeurs and was 
turned down even by those wha 
liked it as hupeless for the local 
market. Its present success certainly 
belies the perspicacity of Mes 
specialists. Aagerusha was con- 
sidered a prestige item, rather 
awkward to handle as no one knew 
whether there really is any public 
here for α [6th-century Japanese 
saga. Obviously there is. 

Third on the list is Angi Vera, a 
modest Hungarian production, with 
fo stars and no glumour. 


The next three ilems on the 
critics’ Ten Best choice, all 
bunched together, are Mon Oncie 
d'Amerique, Raging Bull and 
Mephisto. The first hasn't done too 
well, here, but the blame for that 
may rest with the distributor, who 
put it in big theatres, instead of 
choosing a more intimate environ- 
ment for such a difficult subject (the 
distributor himself now tends to 
think so too). The other two 
definitely qualify as commercial 
hits, favourites of the public and 
critics alike. ἢ 

In seventh place, Robert Red- 
ford's Ordinary People was a 
tremendous success, one of the top 
grossers of the year, if not the top 
one. The Man of Marble and Mon- 
tenegro, both placed cighth, are still 
playing and appear to be making a 
handsome profit, while The Stunt 
Man, which comes i0th, has done 
well enough even if it has broken no 
records, 


BEYOND the simple statistical 
curiosity of this list, which reflects 
the combined taste of 16 different 
«reviewers, there is one unexpected 
conclusion: For years, the general 


‘opinion of the disiributors and the’ 


exhibitors was that if a film is liked 
by critics, it can’t be anything bul a 
‘flop at the box office. 

Now, cither. the public: or the 
critics have changed (in truth; both 
have), but the. results of this poll in- 
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dicale that there is no great dis- 
crepancy between the preferences 
ofthe wo. What has happened? On 
the une hund, the same public 
which used to besiege the cinemas 
to capacity and beyund is quite con- 
lent nowadays fo stay at home and 
‘watch Love Boat and Dallas The 
Test, thuse who ure nat content with 
this kind of fare, will go to the 
cinema if there is something 
worthwhile lo sec, something bet- 
ter. bigger or raunchier than 
anything they ure offered on the 
box. 

The size of the audience it is true. 
has shrunk: but its quality it seems, 
has risen. The lesson that many ex- 
hibitors refused to learn from the 
experience of their colleagues 
abroad, has finally sunk in. Higher 
admission prices, smaller and better 
cinemas, ἃ repertoire based either 
on quality or on originality — these 
are the only answers today, in the 
age of TV, video cassettes and video 
dises, if cinema is to survive at all, 


TO PROVE the lesson has been 
learned, just look around Tel Aviv 
and you'll find more and more 
cinemas catering to spoiled 
audiences, sometimes even 
changing their programmes daily. 
At least six cinemas in the area call 
themselves art cinemas and try to 
select films accordingly. Ramat 
Aviv, Ramat Hasharon dnd 
Herzliya all have their own art houses, 
and with the Chen building soon io 
be converted Into five theatres and 
the Dizengoff Centre about to open 
another livo, the prospects are rosy. 
Even Jerusalemites who used to 
come down to Tel Aviv once in a 
- while to see those movies con- 
* sidered too heavy to make it up the 
hill, now have their repertory 
cinemas (for instance Cinema 1). 
Of course, this does not mean 
that movies have gone solemn all οἱ 
a sudden and that crowds go therc 
with the same hushed awe they have 
: for-the theatre. But at least, a fac! 
appears to be established; there | 
‘no shame in showing a good film 
: And this is a big step forward. Ὁ

Sharon's big gamble 


THE BIGGEST imaginable botch by an administration has allowed 
the most colossal raid in years on the public treasury, yet there is lit- 
tle that cun be done at this late date to halt the process. 

Most Knesset Finance Committee members have been intensely 
unhappy over the amount of compensation to the Yamit settlers 
decreed by Agriculture Minister Simha Ehriich in his arbitral award, 
and approved by the cabinet, though by the tiniest majority ever 
recorded for a matter of such import. The legislators, who must still 
pass on the measure, have been wringing their hands in exasperation, 


but their hands are tied. 


Prime Minister Begin was indisputably right when he reminded a 
delegation of the ruling coalition yesterday thal at stake in the Yamit 
controversy was not only money but the peace treaty with Egypt. 

The Yamit region must, after all, shortly be handed over to the 
Egyptians, clear of any civilian settlers, 

The chances, therefore, are thal the amount laid down by Mr. 
Ehrlich, IS4.tb., will be ratified by the committee, as is being 

‘1~-suggested by the coalition, even in the understanding that, when all 
accdums jire finally settled, this will swell by another billion shekels 
or two, A part-of (he compensation may be piid out in long-term 
non-tradeable bonds, tind.another part may be reclaimed by the Ex-

A warmer Vatican 


THE CORDIAL meeting between Foreign Minister Yilzhak Shamir 
and the Pope Sast week did not set the seal on any significant change 
in the Vatican's policy towards Israel. It would have been unrealistic, 
indeed, to expect any sudden major change to emerge from the two- 
year old stewardship of Pope John Paul 1]. 

The fact that the Holy See is headed today by an especially warm 
and sensitive mun, a political progressive with ἃ long personal record 
of friendship towards Jews, does not mean that centuries of hostitity 
towards the Jewish People, and more recent decades of ambivulence 
towards the Jewish State, will be quickly cancelled out. ᾿ 

The Valican is not only renowned for its cautious und slowmoving 
stutecraft, it also has numerous and divergent interests around the 
world which it tries to take into account in shaping its policies. 
Within those limitations, however, there has been favourable move- 
ment in the relationship with Israel of late. 

No doubt [4 years of Israel's meticulously respectful control of the 
Holy Places in Jerusalem have influenced this changing attitude. — 

Thus today a meeting between the Holy Father and an Israeli 
minister no longer has the ‘historic’ and unnatural dimension that the 
encounter between Pope Paul ΥἹ and Premier Golda Meir had a 
decade ago. It is part of a slowly, belatedly, normalizing dialogue on a 
political plane, , 

The normatization is still far from complete. Such meetings are few 
and far between (some four years had elapsed since the then foreign 
minister, Moshe Dayan, visited the Vatican). And there is still — 
what a strange und anomalous quirk this is — no de jure recognition 
of Israel by the Vatican. But there is a certain sense now of 
developing diplomatic intercourse between two political entities 
each of which recognizes and accepts that both will survive and 
flourish for a long time to come.

THE KEY ROLE played by 
Palestinian terrorists in the world 
of international — often Sovict- 
inspired — terroriam has been 
pointed out time and again by 
Israel, But, unfortunately, the 
West — and specifically Western 
Europe — have taken little heed 
of these repeated warnings. 


It seems that unless the message 
is driven home by the terrorists 
themselves, through their own 
violent and remorseless actions, 
sounding the alarm that emanales 
from Jerusalem has only limited 
effect. That bitter message has 
been driven home again over the 
weekend, clearly and loudly, both 
in Berlin and in Rome, though in 
different ways. 


In Berlin, a group of Palestinian 
terrorists, calling themselves this 
time the “May 15. popular 
organization for the liberation of 
Palestine,” took credit for the at- 
lack on a Jewish restaurant, ap- 
parently owned by an Israeli, leav- 
ing 25 people wounded, eight of 
them seriously, with a one-year- 
old baby girl still in critical condi- 
tion. The same group ulso took 
credit for the bombing a week ago 
of the El ΑἹ office in Istanbul, for- 
tunately without casualties. 


The mayor of Berlin, pointing 
out possible terrorist connections 
with both extreme left-wing and 
tight-wing groups, recalled that 
the attack look place five days 
before the 40th anniversary of the 
infamous Wannsee conference in 
Berlin of the top Nazi Icadership 
which decided there and then to 
carry out the fateful ‘Final 
Solution." 


By sheer coincidence, it was 
also on Friday that an Italian in- 
vestigating judge for the first time 
submitted documented evidence 
of an ongoing terrorist connection 
between Palestinian terrorists — 
albeit not the PLO — the Soviet 
secret police, and the Italian Red 
Brigades terrorists and their ultra- 
left allies. 


In the trial of 48 Red Brigades 
suspects, held for the kidnapping 
and murder in 1978 of former 
Italian Premier Aldo Moro, judge 
Ferdinando Impesimato subnil- 
ted evidence of direct shipments 
from Beirut to Rome of Soviet 
anti-aircraft Sam-7 missiles, anti- 
tank rockets, Kalashnikov sub- 
machine guns and other powerful 
weapons. Palestinian terrorists, 
acting through ultra-lefi, pro- 
Soviet lialian agents, thus have 
betome the suppliers of 
murderous Soviet weapons, thus 
providing the main source of 
power for the Red Brigades’ sub- 
versive activities. : : 


In view of this shattering 
evidence, the obvious course of 
action for West Europe is to, dis- 
courage Palestinian polilical ex- 
tremism, as provided by represen- 
tatives of the PLO who are perrona 
grata in.most European capials. 
For it is the Palestinigns' political 
extremism which breeds _ Palesti- 
nian terrorism — no matter under 
what name-and organization they 
choose to. operate — and which 
makes any prospect of a political 
solution seem more remote.

Sir, — We, as Jews devoted tothe 
long-range well-being of our Israeli 
brothers and sisters and to the en- 
during security of the State of 
Israel, are deeply distressed by the 
recent annexation of the Golan 
Heights by Israel's present ad- 
ministration. As Jews, we have 
often condemned others who, in re- 
cent history, failed to speak out 
against the oppression of Jews un- 
der Hitler and clsewhere. We can- 
not comfortably make such accusa- 
tions and remuin consistent and 
honest without also condemning 
Israeli abuses of principles of 
justice, democracy and inter- 
national law. 


We believe that Prime Minister 
Begin's premeditated and rush ac- 
tion is short-sighted und does not 
serve Israel's best interests. Nor did 
we experience any pride in Mr. 
Begin's exploitation of the sad 
plight of Poland to slip through his 
annexation plan while (the super- 
powers are otherwise preoccupied. 
Indeed his move resonates to 
echoes of the Sinai campaign of 
1956, during which the British, 
French and Israelis exploited the 
Soviet invasion of Hungary to at- 
tack Suez. This confirmed Arab 
perceptions that Israel was indeed 


an ally of imperialism, The Golan . 
annexation feeds this same deep- 

seated Arab image of Israel, and 

Zionism as a foreign colonial entity’ 
in the Middle East bent on expan-" 

sionism. 

None of what we write here is in. 
any way intended to minimize Ὁ 
Syria's recalcitrance as acommitied © 
hard-line enemy of Israel. But the” 
Golan Heights constitute a 


negotiating card to be offered this! ' w, 


Syrian government, or its successor, 
for recognition of the State of Israel 
and a real peace.

We further deplore Mr. Begin's 
manipulation of Knesset procedures 
to ram through the annexation 
tegislation in six hours, while (He

: Precious resources, and though 


imperfect, is relatively unique in the 
Middle East. 

In criticizing Mr. Begin and his 
government, we in no way intend ἃ 
criticism of the State of Israel. We 
do not support those who would 
take this opportunity to further anti- 
Ziojiist-or anti-Semitic propaganda. 
We remain’ devoted to Israel's ex- 
istence as a crucible for Jewish 
liberation and renaissance. 
However, we do believe that the 
time has come for Jews in the 
Diaspora who are dedicated to a 
Just, egalitarian and democratic 
Israel, to speak out against an 
Israeli government which seems to 
have a bellicose agenda at odds with 
our values, principles and commit- 
ment to Israel.

ISRAEL'S RELATIONS WITH AFRICAN STATES

perience in Africa over the last 26 
years allows me to offer some com- 
ments on this subject, 

The pioneers in Africa for Israel 
were the late Ehud Avriel and 
Hanan Yavor, who started 
cementing warm and fraternal rela- 
tions with the emerging continent in 
the mid-fiflies, at a time when few 
foresaw the impending spread of 
political independence in Africa, 
and even Fewer realized the impor- 
tance of these young nations. I 
watched these two men work hard 
and tirelessly~te_ introduce Israel 
among Africans. Mary years later, I 
met Mr. Avriel and asked” him, 
whether, in the light of the disrup- 
tion of diplomatic relations after 
1973, he considered these enormous 
efforts invested by Israel to have 
been worthwhile. Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation, he gave me an af- 
firmative answer. ὃ 

Recent events seem to vindicate 
him. The warm feelings for Israel 
have never vanished from Africa. 
This is not only because of the

memory of the excellence of Israel's 
material and technical assistance of- 
fered throughout Africa. Since most 
Africans are deeply religious, Israel 
has always remained in the centre of 
their religious dreams. Kenya's 
President Daniel arap Moi recently

Chaldees, “Abraham's birthplace, 
and to the ruins of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s palace in Babylon, When 
afterwards Iraq's president asked 
his to sign a viciously anti-Israel 
communique, President Moi 
refused, saying that Kenya stands 
for “Peace, Love and Unity.”

Sir, — The surprising new tum in 
Israel's relations with the: French 
government leads me to send you 
the following quotation from 
Florian Sokolow’s biography of his 
father, the great Nahum — because 
it describes an almost generally 
forgotten event in Jewish history. 

In Paris, on June 4, 1917, almost 
half a year before the Balfour 
‘Declaration, Jules Cambon, the 
then French Foreign Minister, 
wrote the™ following letter to Dr. 
Nahum Sokolow: _ Ag. 

“Sir: You were good enough to 
present the project to which you are 
devoting your efforts, which has ἀπ 
its object the development of Jewis! 
colonisation in Palestine. You con- 
sider that, circumstances permit- 
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tremendous contributions, although 
their leaders don't get much chance 
to run with the ball. 

What the government and peuple 
of Israel might well consider is how 
little power the presidents of even 
the most important organizations 
have in America, except for their 
presumed ubility to influence [sracl 
policy. To this end, they are invited 
to official receptions for +isiting 
Israeli dignitaries, interviewed and 
consulted, which is very flattering 
but not particularly helpful to Isracl 
or Judaism. τ 

Some organizations are so similar 
in purpose they might well merge 
and the money saved on rent and 
administration and acquired by sell- 
ing property could be distributed to 
Israel or other causes. It might be 
worthwhile if more effort went into 
encouraging aliya, into bringing 
alienated Jews back and into trying 
to persuade the UN and Christian 
countries to pressure the intran- 
sigent Arab nations into sharing 
some responsibility for peace in the 
Middle Eust.
